shall be four dollars for each day or part of a day, and ten ceits
per folio for transeribing such evidence, and shall furnish a
duplicate copy of the same to the distriet attorney, without
charge, when requested by him. The compensation of said ste-
nographer or shorthand reporter shall be paid out of the eounty
treasury, in manner and form as other claims and charges against
Bayfield eounty are audited and paid.
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SectioN 26. The said municipal judge, before entering upon
the duties of said office, shall take and subscribe the constitu-
tional oath of office, and file the same, duly certified, in the office
of the clerk of the cireuit court for said county, and execute to
the said county a bond in the sum of * * * one thousand
dollars, with two or more sureties to be approved by the county
treasurer of said county, and recorded and filed as provided in
section 702, of the revised statutes, conditioned for the faithful
performanece of the duties required of him by law, and for the
faithful application and payment of all moneys and effects that
may come into his hands in the execution of the duties of his
office.

SectioNn 1. Subdivision (6) of section 926—11 and subsec-
tion 2 of section 1325m of the statutes are amended to read:
{Section 926—11) (6) For the purchase or construction of via-
duets, bridges and for repairs of the same.

(Section 1325m) 2. Before any such toll bridge is con-
structed or acquired under this section proceedings shall be had
as provided in sections 927-—11 to 927-—19, inclusive, of the
statutes, and all of the provisions of said sections shall apply to
and govern the construction or aequisition and the maintenanece
and operation of a toll bridge hereunder, including the provi-
sions, relating to the method of raising funds, in the same man-
ler and to the same extent as the same apply to and govern the
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construction or acquisition and maintenance and operation of a
plant or equipment or any part thereof for the production,
transmission, delivery or furnishiilg of heat, light, water or
power, constructed or aequired under the provisions of said sec-
tions, cxcept that any bonds or mortgage certificates issued and
sold for the purpose of securing funds for the payment of any
such toll bridge shall also be a general liability of the town, vil-
luye or city issuing the same.
